In the Claims : 

Cancel claims 40 and 41 . 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 40 
and 41 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 40 
and 41 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A process for 
the wet fractionation of cereal bran wherein bran substantially devoid of the endosperm 
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is subjected to a first enzymatic treatment, utilizing a combination of enzymes of the 
group containing starch-hydrolyzing enzymes, and aqueous wet milling, followed by a 
separating step whereby resultant aqueous slurry/suspension is separated into an 
insoluble fibrous fraction and a soluble fraction, whereby said soluble fraction is further 
separated by centrifugal forces into a germ-rich fraction and an endosperm and sugar- 
rich fraction, said endosperm and sugar-rich fraction is further separated into proteins 
and sugars and; said insoluble fibrous fraction containing a cleaned bran consisting of 
both insoluble pericarp and aleurone fractions, is further subjected to a hydrolyzation by 
a second enzymatic treatment utilizing a combination of one or a mixture of enzymes of 
the group non-starch polysaccharidases, and aqueous wet-milling, and a subsequent 
step whereby the resultant hydrolyzate is separated into an insoluble phase and a 
soluble phase is not taught nor fairly suggested by the prior art or any combination 
thereof.
